L.\dies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  now  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
1920. 

The  Population  (Census  1911)  is  11,627. 

The  physical  features  and  general  character  of  the  Dis- 
trict have  been  reported  on  former  occasions,  and  are  well 
known  to  you;  the  condition  of  the  population  is  unchanged. 
The  chief  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  is,  with  few  excej)- 
tions,  that  generally  followed  by  a rural  and  agricultural 
population,  and  do  not  include  any  which  is  injni-ious  to 
health. 

VITAL  STATISTICS,  1920. 

The  Births  numbered  256  as  against  187  for  1919,  this 
being  an  increase  of  69. 

The  Deaths  numbered  107  as  against '1-11  for  1919^  this 
ix'ing  a decrease  of  34-. 

DEATHS. 

During  the  year  there  were  82  Deaths  of  residents  in  the 
District.  The  Death-rate  for  the  year  was  7:30  per  1,000 
per  annum. 

(The  Deaths  wdiich  occurred  in  the  East  Riding  Mental 
Hospital  are  excluded  from  this  and  the  following  calcula- 
tions.)

Deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  District,  which 
occurred  in  the  East  Riding  Mental  Hospital  and  Institu- 
tions outside  the  District,  increased  the  Deaths  to  104,  and 
the  Death-rate  to  9:74  per  1,000  per  annum.

WATER  SUPPLY  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Broadly  speaking,  aiul  excepting  in  season^s  of  drought, 
the  water  supply  is  arlequate.  With  the  exception  of  Brough, 
Elloughton,  part  Brantinghain,  South  Cave,  Molcscroft,  part 
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Jieverley  Parks,  South  Dalton  and  Holme,  which  are  supplied 
from  public  works,  the  supply  is  obtained  from  wells,  ])umps 
and  springs,  and  in  some  cases  of  isolated  dwellings  in  the 
Wolds,  from  rain  water  collected  m tanks  and  cisteins. 


lUVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  Tidal  River  Hull  in  part  of  its  eourse  passes  througn 
the  District,  where  it  receives  nothing  beyond  land  drainage, 
and  the  effluent  of  the  Filter  Reds  of  the  Beverley  Corpora- 
tion. Its  water  is  net  used  for  domestic  purposes. 


JtRAlNAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

That  of  the  Wolds,  the  highest  part  of  the  District 
where  the  fall  is  great,  is  mostly  open  sewers.  In  the  lower 
laud,  sanitary  jiipes  are  used  as  a rule.  Tlie  condition  of 
the  sewerage  and  house  drainage  is  generally  satisfactory. 


SCHOOLS. 

The  Rubllc  Elementary  Schools  are  ke})t  in  sanitary^ 
condition,  and  the  water  suppl}'^  is  sufficient  and  satisfactory. 
When  circumstances  sc  require,  either  in  the  interests  of  the 
health  of  the  public  or  scholars,  the  Schools  are  closed. 
Every  child  suffering  from  an  infectious  disease,  and  members 
of  the  same  family,  are,  as  far  as  jiossible,  excluded  from 
the  School.  In  many  oases,  however,  no  medical  man  is 
consulted,  ami.  therefore  no  official  notification  of  an  infect- 
ious disease  is  received.  This  being  so,  it  i.s  obviously 
impossilile  to  carry  out  anything  like  a perfect  isolation 
scheme.

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MILK  SUPPLY. 

Tliere  is  no  iinportetl  milk,  and  that  of  the  District  is 
"ood  and  wholesome.  The  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  are  under 

O 

inspection,  and  are  subject  to  Regulations.  Their  condition 
is  kept  clean  and  sanitary.  • I have  not  heard  of  any  tuber- 
cular milk  in  this  area. 

OTHER  FOODS. 

Butcher’s  meat  is  for  the  most  part  purchased  from 
Beverley  and  Hull.  In  both  places  there  are  Inspectors  of 
Meat  appointed. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act  is  administered  by  the  East 
Riding  County  Council. 

The  whole  of  the  District  is  being  systematically 
examined,  and  during  the  past  12  mouths  some  576  Houses 
and  Cottages  have  been  inspected  as  regards  their  suitability 
for  habitation^  Sic. 

The  number  of  Notices  served  during  the  past  year  has 
been  1 Statutory  and  82  Informal  Notices,  besides  many 
requests  made  to  owners  or  occupiers  to  improve  and  carry 
out  minor  works,  and  the  result  of  such  Notices  is  that  all 
have  been  complied  with. 

During  the  same  period  two  complaints  have  been  re- 
ceived, and  both  have  been  remedied  after  visiting  the  site 
of  the  complaint.  A list  of  works  carried  out  is  appended  at 
the  end  of  the  Report. 

All  Houses  requiring  disinfection  are  disinfected  im- 
mediately on  receiving  notice  from  the  Medical  Officer. 

In  the  late  s])ring  the  District  was  subject  to  very  wet 
weather;  in  fact,  there  was  rain  on  practically  every  day  in 
April,  it  being  the  wettest  April  for  some  30  to  35  years, 
when  nearly  4 inches  of  rain  fell.  It  was  generally  a wet 
summer,  and  during  the  whole  of  July  it  rained  on  almost 
every  day. 
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Several  new  Houses  have  been  erected  during  the  past 
year,  one  large  one  in  Molescroft  Parish  and  another  nearly 
coinj)leted  in  Branlighani,  several  Army  Huts  have  been 
erected,  converted  and  occupied  during  the  past  year  in 
Eske,  Cherry  Burton^  Molescroft,  and  other  Houses  erected 
by  private  enterprise  in  lirough,  Elloughton  and  South 
Dalton,  for  which  Subsidy  Certificates  have  been  granted, 
and  two  others  nearly  completed  in  Bentley  Township. 
Other  Houses  were  improved  and  extended  in  Cherry  Burton, 
another  converted  to  a dwelling  in  Bishop  Burton,  and  addi- 
tions to  a House  in  Beverley  Parks. 

Great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  getting  essential 
work  carried  out  during  the  past  year,  particularly  as  to 
drainage,  repairs  to  property^  &c.,  generally  on  account  of 
the  increased  cost  of  material^  and  the  carrying  out  of  this 
class  of  work  at  the  present  time  being  very  expensive. 

The  Filter  Beds  in  Westfield  Park,  Elloughton,  have 
been  thoroughly  reconstructed  and  are  now  in  good  order 
and  working  well. 

The  Beck  running  through  the  Valley  from  Stockbridge 
to  the  Haven  at  Brough  has  been  cleaned  out  quite  recently. 

The  Scavenging  Contract  in  connection  with  Elloughton 
Parish  has  been  let  to  another  Contractor,  the  old  Contractor 
having  left  the  District,  and  the  Cesspool  in  connection  with 
Mr.  Clarke’s  property  cleansed  out  and  the  outfall  repaired. 

The  After  Care  Colony  in  Walkington  Parish  has  had 
the  drainage  system  amended  and  partly  reconstructed,  and 
the  whole  of  the  drainage  now  runs  through  an  automatic 
circular  Filter  Bed  before  the  efl’luent  runs  down  to  the  open 
ditch  in  the  Valley  South  of  the  Colony. 

During  the  past  year  the  Housing  Commissioner’s  rep- 
resentative visited  and  inspected  a large  part  of  the  District 
and  reijucsted  that  more  Houses  should  be  jirovided  under 
the  Working  Classes  Act,  and  the  ])rogrannnc  for  this  Dis-

trict  was  considerably  increased.  Tenders  have  been  accepted 
for  4 Sites,  and  the  work  is  in  progress  on  2 of  tlieni.  Other 
Tenders  liave  been  invited  for  fourteen  Houses  on  two  other 
Sites,  and  the  same  have  been  forwarded  on  bo  the  Housing 
Commissioner  for  his  approval;  these  have  been  revised  and 
revised  again  to  cut  down  the  cost,  and  tlie  amended  figures 
are  expected  at  any  moment  to  again  lay  before  the  Com- 
missioner.

Of  the  10  samples  of  water  from  public  pumjis  sent 
for  analysis,  12  were  returned  a.s  satisifactory,  1 as 
unsatisfactory,  and  G as  suspicious.

Out  of  a total  of  4,021  closets  in  the  llorough,  2,218 
are  privies  with  fixed  receptacles,  891  are  privies  with 
]iK>va))le  receptacles,  and  912  are  water-closets.  During* 
the  year  109  privies  have  been  converted  into  water- 
closets. 

The  question  of  privy  conversion  has  received  the 
close  attention  of  the  Health  C'oiumittee  during-  the  year. 
A scheme  for  the  conversion  of  a considerable  portion  of 
the  town  was  adopted  by  the  Coinniittee  and  submitted 
to  the  Council,  but  failed  to  receive  any  support,  and  was 
referred  back  for  further  consideration.  At  the  present 
time  the  cost  of  any  scheme  of  conversion  is  necessarily 
very  high,  and  would  be  difficult  to  carry  out.  It  makes 
one  wish  that  this  important  question  had  been  seriously 
considered  some  years  ago. 

About  three-quarters  of  the  closets  in  the  town  may 
thus  be  said  to  be  a direct  menace  to  the  health  of  the 
inha.bitants. 


Xo  town  can  claim  to  be  a.  healthy  and  sanitary’ 
])lace  of  residence  if  its  Conservancy  System  is  similar 
to  the  one  that  exists  in  Heverley  to-day.  Xo  privy  with 
a fixed  receptacle  can  l)e  called  a sanitary  closet;  all  are 
o])en  to  serious  objections,  and  are  the  remains  of  days 
when  sanitation  Avas  unknown. 


The  structure  of  many  o4  them  is  i)ad,  and  the 
majority  are  in  too  close  proximity  to  the  dAvelliutv 
Itonses.  Others  aie  too  small  for  the  requirements  of  a 
large  family. 


Tile  method  of  emptying  them  is  not  only  eixpensive 
and  (lifficuK  to  supervise,  but  is  also  disgais+ino'  and 
(dlensive.  It  is  very  seldom  that  the  collection  of\io-ht 
soil  IS  up  to  date  in  any  waid.  The  carts  used  liy  the 
Contractors  are  unsuitalile  for  the  work,  and  can 'often 
be  seen  to  be  leaking  in  the  street;  they  are  never 
jirovided  with  efficient  covers,  and  the  drv  diist  i<^  allowed 
to  bloAv  about  in  tlie  faces  of  all  passers-liy. 

If  (he  town  Avas  iirovided  with  a water  carriao-e 
sys  em  there  Avnuld  be  no  need  to  carry  out  the  collection 
ol  dry  dust  in  the  aftei  noon,  and  we  should  be  spared  the 
cx])eneiice  i.f  aau t nessi  ng  the  sight  of  these  disemstimv 
calls  making  then  slow  jnogress  thiough  the'^streefs 
after  early  morning.  If  is  a curious  coincidence  that 
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one  is'  ah\ays  tO’  be  seen  onfside  the'  ]\raternitv  Centre 
diiriii”-  the  time  ot  meeling  there,  thus  (lenioiistrating' 
the  diltienlty,  and  one  iniglit  almost,  say  futility,  ot 
tiyin<>-  to'  instil  ideas  of  sanitation  into  the  minds  of  *the 
mothers  of  the  future  g-eneration  amidst  siudi  eonditions. 

The  whole  of  the  sea.venging:  is  doiie  l)y  contractors, 
who  are  iiot  allowed  to  deposit  any  refuse  within  the 
llorough  without  the  sjiecial  consent  of  the  Council.

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During-  the  year  372  births  were  notified,  and  309 
were  visited  by  the  Health  Visitor.  The  total  number 
of  visits  made  was  1,040.  Of  the  I)abies  visited,  37 
were  found  to  be  IxdtleHfed  at  the  first  visit. 

250'  biidhs  were  notihed  by  midwiveij,  114  by  doctors, 
and  (S  by  the  llegiHrar.  249  notifications  were  receivetl 
within  4H  hours  of  the  birth. 

559  visitsi  were  paid  by  the  Health  Visitor  to  children 
l>et\\e:en  the  ages  of  1 and  5,  and  24  children  not  attend- 
ing- school  A\ere  ti'eated  at  the  School  Clinic. 

The  Hiiternity  Centre  was  open  on  45  occasions,  and 
the  a\trag-e  attendance  was  21.  The  total  number  of 
babies'  attending-  was  103,  including-  69  new  cases. 

• ( (lily  one  baby  attending-  the  Centre  died  during  the 

year;  this  was  a.  baby  that  was  born  outside  the  Borough 
and  was  in  a very  delicate  condition  when  brought  to 
Beverley. 

5iilk  was  provided  free  to  4 babies  where  the  mother 
could  not  afford  toi  provide  sufficient  nourishmeiit. 

A Sewing  Class  has  been  held  fortnightly  at  the 
Centre,  and  Miss  vSugden,  of  the  Minster  Girls’  School, 
has  kindly  acted  as  teiicher. 

Comi)etitions  were  again  held  at  Mid-summer  and 
Christmas  to-  stimulate  interest  on  the  part  of  the  mothers. 
The  Ladies  Committee  has  again  rendered  very  valuable 
assistance. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of 
age  was  34,  as  coni])aretl  with  19  in  the  previous  year, 
when  the  number  o'f  births  registered  wa.s  252.  Gf  this 
numl)er,  15  occurred  in  the  first  week  of  life,  and  28 
within  six  months'  of  birth. 

The  mortality  i)er  1,000  l)iiths  registered  was  92.3, 
as  (•onij>ared  with  75  in  1919.  The  rate  tor  England  and 
W-ales  Avas  80. 

(S  dtath.<  were  due  to  i)remature  birth,  4 to  con- 
vulsions, 12  to  congenital  debility  or  marasmus,  2 to 
pneumonia.,  and  2 to  diarrho'a. 

There  wei  e no  cases  of  puerperal  fever.  < hie  death 
was  attributed  to  parturition. 

All  the  (-ases  of  ophthalmia  re<‘overcd  completely 
witliout.  any  iiermanent  in'jury.  •>  cases  were  admitted 
to  the  Beverley  (i)tlag-e  Hosjiital  at  the  expense  of  the 
Council. 

Due  case  of  marasmus  and  one  of  diarrhma  were  also 
admitted  there  under  the  Child  elfare  8’cheme.
